1. The reply filed on 8/21/08 is not fully responsive to the prior Office Action 
because of the following omission(s) or matter(s): 

2. In the Office Action filed 1 0-05-07, the following was previously set forth:

3. The drawings remain objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a) because they fail to 
show details as described in the specification. Specifically, drawings 6, 8, and 9 all 
comprise multiple bar graphs representing the results of multiple experiments. 
However, there are multiple columns without shading, and therefore one is unable to 
determine from the graph, the figure legend or the description of the drawings in the 
specification which column refers to which specific experimental data set. Any 
structural detail that is essential for a proper understanding of the disclosed invention 
should be shown in the drawing. MPEP § 608.02(d). Corrected drawing sheets in 
compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should 
include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if 
only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing 
should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the 
appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, 
the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief 
description of the several views of the drawings for consistency. Additional replacement 
sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering of the remaining figures. Each 
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drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an application must be labeled in the top 
margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If 
the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and 
informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action. The objection to the 
drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

4. In response, applicants have provided three separate replies. The first and last 
replies filed in 1-04-08, and 8-21-08 respectively, provided sets of replacement 
drawings. However, the details of the figures as required above were not clearly set 
forth. As stated above, drawings 6, 8, and 9 all comprise multiple bar graphs 
representing the results of multiple experiments. However, one is unable to determine 
from the graph, the figure legend or the description of the drawings in the specification 
which column refers to which specific experimental data set. The drawings provided 5- 
02-08 by Applicants, set forth the data in drawings 6, 8, and 9 in a distinguishable 
manner, however the drawings did not provide the appropriate label as "Replacement 
Sheets."
